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Continuation of 1 1 . the Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the Buckland reference is 
nonanalogous art in the rejection of claim 1 , it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, 
if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis 
for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the particular 
problem is storing intermediate CRC and length values without storing the data subset. Buckland discloses storing the intermediate CRC 
calculation tally in an SRAM (col. 2, lines 25-26) and further discloses counting bytes (length value) and storing it in memory (col. 4, lines 
38-39). Buckland still further discloses that intermediate data buffering is not required (col. 1, lines 63-65). As for the Saxena reference in 
the rejection of claim 11, the particular problem is "emptying said memory and storing said next payload in said memory" as claimed. 
Saxena discloses a technique in which upon the buffer emptying, the communication node schedules the next input (col. 1 7, lines 1 0-1 1 ). 
The Office agrees that the Saxena reference does not deal with AAL5 cells in an ATM network, or converting AAL5, but the admitted Prior 
Art (APA) does. The Saxena reference is used to fill the gap of the APA concerning emptying and storing next payload as mentioned 
above, which the APA is silent on. 
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
